Ms. Diane Huffman, Staff Attorney, Subcommittee on Administrative 
Practice and Procedure, Senate Judiciary Committee, to inquire whether 
the Subcommittee would pose any objection to use of testimony by 
Acting DDCI before the Subcommittee on 16 September 1977 in the 
Government's amicus curiae in FOIA cases before the Court of Appeals. 
Ms. Huffman had no objection if a disclaimer were made that the 
information was extracted from the unofficial transcript, because 
the transcript has been edited, material added, etc. She said she 
would like to hear from the attorney preparing the amicus curiae 
for assurances that a footnote will be added that the material is taken out of 
context from a transcript not yet published officially.
